For ourselves we were willing to take the governor a: his word, and 
cease the agitation for immediate prosecution in he light of the fast that 
this course may be followed as successfully after the suspended institution's 
assets have been liquidated as before. Accordingly on December 2nd we 
made it pla n that, rn our judgment, this was no .ime for ‘th** prosecution 
of the parties connected with the Columbia by declaring:
